Some 16,000 persons, most of 
them Negioes. flowed through 
J?.c!:son streets to jam into a 
p. i lion of the Capilol giounds 
and adjacent areas.

The final leg of the march — ! 
from Tougaloo College on the 
outskirts of Jackson to the Capi- 
tol 
— and 
the 
rally 
were 
marked by a subdued atmos- 
phere. 


Meredith. 
33-yenr-old 
Air 
Force veteran, led the proces- 
sion with a number of national 
civil rights leaders, 
including 
Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. 


Meredith drew the 
greatest 
response from the crowd, which 
couldn't hear half cf what was 
said from 
the 
flatbed 
truck 
which served as a 
speaker's 
platform. 


Challeare To Fear 
Meredith said his father, now 
dead, told him most white per- 
lons "are pretty decent. 
It's 
true that we got some mean 
white folks in Mississippi, but 
these people can be decent. 


"There is only one thing that 
|9 holding them back. And that 
thing is the system of white su- 
premacy. 


*'The purpose d 
the march 
that I started three weeks ago 
was to point up and to challenge 
that thing at the base of the sys- 
tem of white supremacy. That 
thing is fear ~ a fear that giips 
the Negro in America to his 
very bones, not only in Missis- 
sippi. but in every section of 
this country, because every inch 
of the country is controlled by 
the system of white suprema- 
cy." 


Meredith recalled that he was 
shot on the second day of his 
march 
"but as ymi can 
see 
here, that didn't end a thing." 


Meredith began the trek June 
8 at Memphis, Tenn., 225 mUes 
north 
of 
Jackson. 
He 
was 
wounded by a blast of birdshot 
from a shotgun the next day 
near 
Hernando. 
Miss., 
after 
covering 27 miles. A white man, 
Aubrey Norvell, of 
Memphis, 
was 
charged 
with 
attempted 
murder and is free on a 125,000 
bond in the case.

King and other national civil 
rights figures rushed in to take 
up the marathon mission, turn- 
ing it into a Negro voter regis- 
tration crusade. They led the 
marchers off U.S. ftl — the 
route planned by Meredith — 
and

area. 


The trek covered 232 miles on 
the highways, many more inside 
such 
Mississippi 
towns 
as 
Batesville, 
Grenada. 
Green- 
v/ood. Itta Bena, and Belzoni. A 
side trip by auto to PhUadelphia 
for a rally unleashed violence 
and 
a 
task 
force 
from 
the 
march returned to the east-cen- 
tral Mississippi town last Fri- 
day for a two-mile walk to the 
courthouse under heavy police 
guard.

At the height of the outbreak, 
nelmeted police charged into a 
chanting crowd of youthful sup- 
porters 
of 
Stefan 
Cardinal 
Wyszynski. the Polish primate, 
end began swinging their ti-un- 
cheons. Newsmen saw at least 
two persons sti-uck by clubs and 
reported several arrested. 


The violence erupted 10 years 
to the month after the bloody 
1956 riot of Polish workers in 
Poznan which set off a shock 
wave felt throughout the Com- 
munist world. The trouble 
in 
Poznan was a forerunner of the 
Hungarian revolution. 


The Catholic hierarchy 
and 
Poland's 
Communist 
regime 
have been at odds for months 
over a proposal by Polish bish- 
ops for Polish-German 
recon- 
ciliation. 


Sunday 
night's 
demonstra- 
tions started after move than 50.- 
000 Catholics jammed St. John's 
Cathedral 
and nearby 
streets 
for services including a week- 
long celebration of the millen- 
nium in Warsaw.

ready.

crowd turned back.

.should be changed. Erhard said, 
to allow West Germany to buy 
peaceful space equipment. 


3. Some transitional arrange- 
ment will have to be made to 
cover French troops remaining 
in West Germany after they are 
formally 
separated 
frcMii the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion July 1. 


4. Reunification of 
Germany 
is essential to secure peace and 
stability in Europe but this can- 
not be obtained through the ef- 
forts ot Germans alone. It is 
also a responsibility of the Unit- 
ed States. Britain, France and 
the Soviet Union. Only the So- 
Viet Unkm has refused reunifi- 
cation. Erhard said, so the key 
to achieving it lies in Moscow.

Set Trout Limit 


The U.S. and Canadian governments, along with 
Michigan, Wisconsin and Minnesota and the Province 
of Ontario, have been engaged for years in a program 
to curb populations of the parasitic sea lamprey and 
rehabilitate lake trout in Green Lakes waters. 


More recently, under the leadership of Dr. Howard 
A. Tanner, recently resigned chief of the Michigan Con- 
sei*vation Department’s Fish Section, this state launch­ 
ed a progi-am to introduce new game fish species, not­ 
ably the coho salmon, in the Great tjakes. 


‘ Tlie lake trout restoration program already shows 
signs of being a success, and sport fishemien are hope­ 
ful that the coho program will further revitalize sport 
angling in Lake Superior and the other Great I^kes. 


Thus the stage is set for an eventual conflict be­ 
tween sport and commercial fishing interests—not the 
first such conflict, of course. If lake trout are fully 
restored in the big lakes, who will have priority over 
harvest of this species—sport or commercial fisher­ 
men?

The Michigan Conservation Department recently 
drafted a policy statement that answers this question 
properly. “Development of the sport fishery must be 
our primary management goal when there is a choice 
to be made,” Dr. Tanner stated flatly. 


In formulating this position, however, he did not 
close the door to commercial fishing interests. “Our 
broad goal is to manage the Great Lakes for miximum 
development of both sport and commercial fishing,” he 
said. “There is room for both, and th«re is no reason 
to predict at this time that one must be sacrificed for 
the other.”

Emphasis will he placed on sport fishing if con­ 
flicts arise, but to get excited about this at this time 
Is foolish. The lakes are in such low estate as a fishery 
at present that the need is to restore them to larjre 
voliinie fish production, not to argue about who gets the 
fish. Tanner pointed out that commercial fishing is vital 
to the management of a fishery because the sports fish­ 
ermen will catch what they like and neglect the other 
species and if the balance of nature is thus disturbed
